sional spurious coin or nolc would iind 
its way across the counter. So great is 
this danger that every piece jvniT every 
note has to pass under the scrutiny of 
an expert. People do not realize'the 
quantity of counterfeit silver dollars 
that are in circulation. Kot a day pass- 
es that more or less are not'offered at 
the Sub-Treasury. Tho'AssistantTrcas- 
lurer, speaking of this subject, says: 
"You would be surprised' at the inge- 
nuity that is displayed, in debasing the 
different 
Government coins. 
One of 


tho neatest methods employed bv tlioso 
who engage in this species of crime is 
what is known as the splitting process.. 
This is done by splitting the coin edge- 
wise (probably bymearis of- a fine saw), 
digging out the inside, filling the cavity 
with metal as .near as possible the 
weight of the gold taken oul, and sol- 
deriug the two discs together aga'n in 
such a manner that it will pass without 
suspicion among those who are not ex- 
pert in detecting frauds of this k:nd.' 
l''ortuuately.this method of.tampering 
with coin is so dIHicult in its successful 
accomplishment that it is seldom resort- 
ed to, and coins thus debased are not 
common. An expert at the business 
can take live dollars' worth of gold out 
of 
a single twenty-dollar piece, 
A

The same apparatus is used with good 
results for preserving all kinds ofpoat 
during transportation.

At the present time the farmers and 


stock-raisers in . one country are inter- 
ested in the operations of those erigaged 
in the same pursuits in every part of 
the world. The great markets are open 
to the productions of all nations. Our 
wheat comes in compel-itioii with that 
produced in Kussia; our wool with that- 
raised in South. America, Africa, and 
Uie islands in the Indian Ocean; our 
cotton with that gathered by the labor- 
ers along the Hile and Ganges, and our 
fruit with that which ripens on the 
shores of the Mediterranean. The re- 
cent great improvements in. transporta- 
tion havo raado it possiblo to carry the 
ajjriciiltnval productions of one country 
to nnolhcr located half way round the 
irlobc at a slight cost and in a compara- 
tively short tiruc. England receives not 
only wheat nuil wool produced on the 
western coast of North America, but 
moat and lisli.

Live cattle, sheep and pigs are carried 
in cars and vessels half way round die 
world. By means of an apparatus for 
producing cold, fresh meats of all kinds, 
game, poultry and fish. are. transported 
over distances where only very precious 
and comparatively imperishable articles' 
were carried a generation ago.
